Horses with tender feet need lots of 
attention. It should be remembered that 
a horse can do more than his feet will 
stand. 

With the present prices of hojis it will 
pay well to purchase tankage, shorts and 
other protein feeds to Supplement corn. 
The boss will grow better, fatten better, 
have better health and take on better lln- 
ish with a variety. 

A good teamster and plenty of hard 
work, working the horsesingle with kick- 
ing snap, is perhaps the best way to man- 
age a kicker. Remember, if the head is 
checked up high, this will have a tendency 
to keep his hind end down. 

The goose that laid the golden egg is a 
back number when compared to the Ameri- 
can hen with her annual output worth 
three billion dollars. 

Anything that will destroy weeds is 
worthy of the farmer’s attention; any- 
thing that will maintain the fertility of 
land demands his attention. Sheep will 
do both, and are therefore entitled to the 
attention of every grain grower in a dry- 
farming country. 

An advantage of asparagus over ] 
annual vegetables is that when once es- < 
tahlished it will thrive and produce food < 
in one place for many years without the ] 
trouble of annual planting. It is a very • 
hardy and resistant plant, not much af- , 
fected hy iusects and disease and it will f 
grow and produce a wonderful amount of ' 
tender shoots each spring even with ueg- ; 
led and mistreatment. t

The interest in bee keeping on the farm * 
is annually growing. It has been proved ( 
that it is a branch that can be made to 1 
yield a larger profit for the same amount * 
of outlay, aud a less expenditure of labor 1 
aud money, than any ordinary branch of 1 
agriculture. < 

Many a good cow has been excited by 1 
harsh treatment, by being run through a I 
narrow gate or by having dogs set upon 
her, until she has sustained some perman- 
ent injury in consequence. On most 
farms the boys are expected to take care 
of the cows and it is a great mistake not I 
to show them plainly what the result. of . 
such usage is likely to he, aud to insist 
that they treat the cows with kindness. 

A certain amount of plowing must be 
done in the fall for the fall crops to be 
planted. At tiiis season, often, there is 
time for breaking ground that can be 
more conveniently done now than next 
spring. As a rule, where lime and equip- 
ment will permit, it would be better for 
soil and crops if more land were plowed 1 
in the fall or early winter. 

When feed is short it is economy to 
feed night aud morning in the mangers. 
The manger saves feed. It makes a little 
more manure in the barn, but that in it- 
self is worth while. You are more likely 
to haul the barn manure on to the Helds. 

A feed night and morning in the mangers 
enables yon to give the dairy cows a little 
extra treatment, and this, with the forag- 
ing they do during the day, will give the 
dairy cows a chance commensurate with 
the work you expect them to do. 

The fields and gardens produce a large 
quainlity of food for fowls that would 
not otherwise be utilized, while the farm 
poultry establishment opens a way for the 
farm boy and girl to make a little money 
out of a work that is a nature study, in- 
teresting and profitable as well, and it is 
one of the few kinds of employment they 
can get into that will not tax their physi- 
cal strength. Properly handled, the farm 
flock can be made far more profitable than 
It is now, though on a good many farms 
the poultry is already paying large profits 
over expenses of establishment, care and 
feed. — Agricultural Epitomist.

Years ago, asparagus was considered a 
luxury on the tables of the rich, while to- 
day. it is a common and comparatively 
cheap vegetable consumed by the masses. 
It is a native plant of the Old World, its 
seed having been brought here by the 
earliest settlers, and here it thrives almost 
as well as it docs in its native countries. 
The general divisions of the plant are 1 
said to exist, one having originally grown 
upon the hills and the other in seashore 
marshes. The salt marsh varieties are . 
the ones most commonly grown at present, | 
and from the fact that its home was once 
in the salty soil, some apply salt as a fer- 
tilizer and tonic for their growing crops. ] 
However, asparagus has been under do- ; 
mestication for so long in soil deficient in | 
common salt, that salt as a fertilizer for 
the crop is no longer considered necessary 
Perhaps more titan !»0 per cent of the 
plants now grown never tasted salt.

Three inches Is plenty deep 
enough. 

The cultivating season Is over and all 
tools should be cleaned np and housed. 
One winter’s exposure to the weather will 
•n more harm than several years' use 

Time is «avcd by doing now much of 
the work usually done in the busy spring, 
siic'i as hauling stones, clearing awa\ 
trees and brush, llxnig the grape arbor. 


One of tlie most important duties at tins 
season is to cull out tin* youngsters and 
discard all the runty, puny specimens. 
Keep only the best and you will make a 
better profit this winter, when prices are 
high. 

Hough timber used in the poultry lumse 
makes the best harbor for lice. Perches, 
nests, etc., should be made of smooth 
lumber in all cases. 

Tin? asparagus beetle lias nearly des- 
troyed the asparagus industry iu some lo- 
calities. Many remedies have been sug- 
gested, among them applying lime freely 
over the bed late iu the fall, after the tops 
and lied have been burnt over, with an- 
other liberal application of lime in the 
spring. 

Young chickens, like young people, 
have more or less timidity, and therefore 
it is not well to run young and old to- 
gether, at least it is much better to have 
them separate if you can well do so. 
Thi*ii, again, the pullets are still growing 
and t hey need plenty of flesh-forming 
feed, such as barley bone, meat, with less 
of fattening foods. 

Soft-shelled eggs indicate that the hens 
nr- not in a good physical aart 

tint they are not receiving the right kind 
of feed. When liens arb healthy am! sup- 
1 pli «l with a variety of feed, including 
I mineral matter, they will lay eggs with 
good hard shells. 

It is not good farming to spread over 
two acres the work and manure necessary 
for one, even if you double your produc- 
liou of grain. Good farming would put 
the work and manure of two acres on 
one, and tints cause the one acre to pro- 
duce the crop of the two. The one may 
be called “diffuse” farming and is entirely 
too thin: the other “intense” farming and 
will double the profit. It can never be- 
come too common . 

The fall of the year is the best time to 
fertilize the garden and truck patches At 
this season fresii as well as rotted man- 
ure will decompose during the winter and 
be mild for working into the soil in 
spring. After truck and garden crops 
have been removed, it is a good plan to 
plow the soil deeply and turn in tiie 
poultry to scratch over and pick out in- 
sect larvae. Some of these burrow into 
„oil for winter, and plowing turns them

Where a garden lias been used con- 
stantly for years of where the trees that 
naturally creep into the plot supposed to 
be devoted exclusively to vegetables are 
getting too large for convenience in culti- 
vation it is advisable to begin several 
years in advance to get a new garden 
ready and fall is the ideal season for Ibis 
work, says the “Country Gentleman.” 
The uew location should be convenient to 
the house, sunny, well drained and of as 
good soil as possible. At least two sea- 
sons should be spent in getting it into 
shape. 

For a number of years the scientic in- 
vestigators have been arguing that a bird 
—almost any bird, in fact— was worth a 
good deal more to the country alive than 
dead; worth more in the glorious freedom 
of its habitat than on my lady's hat or on 
the p ate of the epicure. Nor is this ar- 
gument based on mere transcendentalism. 
It has been shown by the dissection of 
birds and the examination of their stom- 
achs just what seeds and insects they eat. 
These examinations have made it clear 
that most birds live mostly on the seeds 
of pernicious weeds, and on the insect 
and small mammal pests against which 
the farmer has to wage an increasing 
tight every year.

There is an analogy to all t his in the

The life of many a mother is truly a 
thing of Iteauty, hut many of them puss 
unnoticed because the selling fails to 

emphasize tfielr good qualities" 

Suppose a mother devotes all her time 
to the care of tier house and maids and 
tiie training of her children, that is a 
beautiful tiling; but if to her family uml 
friends she appears to be harrassed by 
her cares and soured by her constant self- 
sacrillce, the beauty of her life isdiintued. 

Wlia* shall it prolit any woman if her 
house be in perfect order, but her own 
spirit rutiled by the task? There is surh 
a tiling as misinterpreting one’s duly. 

It is a mother's duty to lie companion- 
able to her children. Obviously she is 
not liullilling that duty if her rare.- leave 
tier snappy and nervous 

If you take the trouble to notice, yon 
will lind out that the most successful 
mothers are the ones w ho are not com- 
pletely bound up in their own affairs. 

The mother who cultivates a love for 
baseball, for her son's sake, and is not 
too busy on a Saturday afternoon to go 
and watch that son pitch a good game for 
his school team, conies nearer to fiiiillling 
tier duty lo him than if she shut herself 
in at home to make him a new set of 
shirts. 

The mother, on the other hand, who 
reads in the paper that her son was the 
lion of an occasion and that bis mates 
carried him home on their shoulders, may 
feel a biPresentful that he didn't tell her 
about it. But why should he? Experi- 
ence lias taught him that she is more in- 
terested in tier own affairs than in his. 

•Her talk at table is of her disagreement 
with the maid, her exasperation with the 
grocer’s boy and tin* starvation prospects 
for the winter if eggs continue to advance. 

That is the secret of the whole trouble; 
we talk of our ow n affairs too much. 

School teachers are proverbial “shop” 
talkers, but they are by no means the 
only offenders. Few people are without 
tiie habit. 

Those who have escaped it have gener- 
ally done so by means of an avocation, a 
hobby, if you will, which has given them 
au outside interest. 

Let tiie teacher, outside of her profes- 
sional hours, tie a student of art; tiie 
stenographer a lover of birtis. Let the 
mother follow her children's interests 
that she may talk with them. Let every 
one of ns cultivate an avocation as differ- 
ent as possible from our bread and butter 
job, that we may have more than a one- 
sided development. 

This uew interest will In* the back- 
ground against which our lives shall show 
to best advantage; the setting which shall 
enhance tin* value of our everyday lives

disinfects the mouth. 

An imported disease menaces our potato 
industry. Tliis is known as the potato 
.\ art, and is caused by an imported fun- 
2iis or insect which ultimately reduces 
••very particle of food in the potato to a 
-oft black mass aud makes it unlit for 
fowl. 

The asparagus beetle has nearly de- 
stroyed lite asparagus industry in some 
localities. Many remedies have been siir- 
gested, among them applying lime freely 
over the bed late in the fall, after the tops 
and bed have been burnt over, with an- 
other liberal application of lime in t he 
spridg. 

A good balanced ration may be made of 
alfalfa or clover hay, silage, corn or corn 
meal. These may be fed in balanced 
quantity and the dairymen will soon see 
the quantity required after feeding a short 
time. Thirty-live to 40 pounds of corn 
silage per day, according to the size of 
the cow, are enough. 

In furnishing eggs to private trade, be 
careful and honest to give honest value 
in cleanliness and freshness of product.

Il<- also has good live stock am) lie grows 
every vegetable and all the fruit, his fam- 
ily consumes and raises his own chickens. 
The uprosperous farmer plants only one 
thing and depends absolutely upon that to 
furnish him with money to pay his ex- 
penses. He never thinks of such a thing 
as wasting his time on a garden. Chick- 
ens are too great a nuisance and hogs too 
much trouble for him to raise. He is con- 
stantly crying “hard times” and complain- 
ing that “luck" is against him.— Hender- 
son (Kv.) Journal.

A hog to he fattened cheapest, anil iu 
the shortest tune, shonld constantly he 
fed to the full, anil fed regularly al ahum, 
the same hours daily. 

After tlie fruit harvest in the orchard, 
go over the trees and groumls ami pick up 
and destroy all worthless, rotten ami 
wormy fruit. 

Shrinkage in milk, Ini^ps iu the udder, 
staring chat can all he brought on by 
one utght on the frosty ground. All 
this means loss of hard cash. It doesn’t 
pay. 

Take care of the plows. Get them un- 
de. cover. Clean ami grease bright parts 
so that when wanted next spring they 
will scour* and save the time so many 
farmers lose in putting their Implements 
iuto working order. 

There are a number of “reasons why" 
autumn is surely the best season for 
transplanting. Among shrubberies ami 
ll over borders it is much easier to judge 
imtv, where to plant new things, than 
when the other plants have died down, 
ami no “landmarks” are left to show 
» here they grew, as Is the case in very 
early spring. 

This is a good time to again clean the 
poultry house. Take out the toost-. drop- 
ping Ihiards, nest boxes ami feed hoppers, 
as well as loose articles that may he 
therein ami thoroughly^ scrape tnem. 
Brush down the Interior walls of the 
house "ml with a brush or spray, wash 
the interior thoroughly aud apply a coat 
of whitewash with 2 purcedt of carbolic 
acid tit the mixture. Make sure that you 
reach all of the cracks, crevices and knot 
holes. Remove the upper layer of a dirt 
lloor and till up with coarse sand or 
gravel. Wash the windows and leave 
open to the sun at d air.

In regard to the proper time for prun- 
ing operations Dr. Jarvis calls attention 
to tli»; following facts: “Regular animal 
priming once in three or four years up- 
sets ihe i<|inlibriitm of the tree, ami in 
the long run is not economical. Asa rule 
pruning should lie clone while the tree is 
dormant. Some prefer to prune in the 
early spring for the reason that wounds 
made at this time usually heal more read- 
ily. If the work is started in the fall it 
is more likely to get the attention t hat it 
deserves, and when the first suitable days ' 
for spraying arrive the trees will be ready.” ,

Any laborer in the employ 
of a city or town w hich accepts litis act, 
wlio lias reached the age of sixty years 
and lias been in such employ for a period 
of not less tlian twenty live years and lias 
become physically or mentally incapacita- 
ted for labor, and any laborer in the em- 
ploy of such city or town who lias been 
in such employ for a period of not less 
than fifteen years and lias become physi- 
cally or mentally incapacitated for laWor 
by reason of any injury received in the 
performance of his duties for such city or 
i town, may, at his request, and in cities, 
with tlie approval of the mayor, or in 
tow ns, w ith the approval of the select- 
men. lie retired from service, and if so 
retired lie shall receive from the city or 
town for the remainder of Ins life, an 
annual pension equal to one half of t lie 
average annual compensation paid to him 
as a la bore r during tin- two years next 
prior to bis retirement Any laborer in 
'the employ of such a city or town, who 
ha- reached the age of sixty-five years 
and lias been in such employ for a period 
of not less than twenty-five years shall 
In- retired from service and slialT receive 
from tin- city or town an annual pension 
computed in the manner hereinbefore set 
forth. 

Section 2 Tins act shall lie submitted 
to the voters of eaeli of the cities and 
towns of tlie commonwealth at the next 
annual stale election for their acceptance 
or rejection, and shall take cficct in any 
city or town upon its acceptance by a 
majority of the voters of such city or 
! tow n voting thereon. 

Section 3. Not less titan two weeks 
and not more tlian four weeks before the 
election at which this act shall lie sub- 
mitted to the voters, the city clerk of each 
i city shall cause to be mailed to each of the 
n gistered voters in his city a copy of 
tin- act, together with a statement that it 
is to be submitted to the voters at the 
coming election. 

Section 4. Tills act shall not apply to 
the city of Boston. 

The foregoing was laid before tlie 
(iovertior on the eleventh day of April, 
1912, and after five days it had “the force 
of a law," as prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion, as it was not returned by him with 
his objections thereto within that time.)
